Tlie new laws pro- 
vide that hereafter county judges.coun- 
ty clerks, sheriff*, county treasurers, 
couuty surveyors, county superintend- 
ents and state's attorneys shall be elect- 
ed in November, 1882, and every lour 
years thereafter.

elected ia November, 1882, to hold two 
years, und in 1881 and in every lour 
years thereafter.
